DRAFT HE TELS 
NEWSPAPER MEN

Shortly after President Roosevelt 
declared tha t a system of selective 
training 
was "essential

900.000 men. 
The committee voted down, 7 to 
2. an am endment 
to the 
Bu rk e- 
W adsworth bill, offered by Sena­ 
tor Lee (D.-Ok la.), which 
wou ld 
have limited the nu mber of men 
to be drafted between Oct. 1 and 
April 1, 1911 to 400,000 and be­ 
tween April 1 and Oct. 1, 1941, to 
500.000. 
This action and rejection of an 
am endm ent by Lee for a 90-day 
period of 
volu ntary 
enlistm ents 
seemed to have cleared the way 
for 
a final committee vote on 
the legislation next Monday. 
Roosevelt’s views on the qu es­ 
tion of compu lsory training were 
expressed 
at a press 
conference 
when a newsm an said tha t a re­ 
port was going arou nd tha t 
the 
Chief Execu tive was "not so hot 
abou t conscription". 
The news­ 
man ask ed 
him what he cou ld 
say on the m atter. 
Emphasizing the pointedness of 
hni statem ent, the President per­ 
mitted this direct qu otation:
